Police Arrest 2 
Youths, Seek 3rd 
Following Chase 


Circleville Police are still searching 
for a local juvenile, one of three boys 
who have been charged with breaking 
and entering and two counts of grand 
larceny of automobiles as a result of a 
crime spree that began late Thursday 
night when they had “nothing to do.” 


The two youths were apprehended in 
Mt. Sterling, about a mile from where 
they wrecked a stolen 1971 Ford LTD 
during a high-speed chase, and about 
three huurs after police units from a 
three-county area discontinued their 
search of the area in rural Madison 
County. 
The third youth apparently split 
from the other two and has not been 
apprehended. 
However, 
police 
discovered his identity from finger­ 
prints processed from the two stolen 
vehicles by agents of London’s Bureau 
of Criminal Investigation and talks 
with the other youths. 
The two cars that were stolen were a 
1969 Buick owned by Martin Sharrett, 
163 Montclair Ave., and the 1971 Ford 
owned by Circle Auto Parts, Inc., 123 
E. Franklin St. Sharrett’s vehicle was 
recovered in operating condition, but 
the Circle Auto car was almost com­ 
pletely destroyed in the accident. 
Police said the youths picked up 
Sharrett’s car, which was being 
operated by David Sharrett, his son, in 


Ethics Panel 
Rules Out 
Free Rides 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The House 
Ethics Committee told congressmen 
today not to accept free rides in 
company planes when traveling to 
political campaign engagements. 
This was one of several situations 
covered in an advisory opinion issued 
by the committee on circumstances 
that would permit members and 
congressional employes to accept non­ 
paid transportation. 
A committee spokesman said the 
opinion was in response to requests for 
clarification of what House members 
should do in such circumstances. 
There has been no similar action in the 
Senate. 
The House panel cautioned that the 
principal purpose of the trip should be 
considered in every case. 
“If the principal purpose of the trip 
is political campaign activity, and the 
host carrier is one who would be 
prohibited by law from making a 
campaign contribution, such non-paid 
transportation would amount to a 
political contribution in kind, and 
should not be accepted,” it said. 
Corporations and labor unions, 
among others, are specifically for­ 
bidden by law from making political 
campaign contributions. 
Even if the trip were not for cam­ 
paign purposes, a member should not 
request a special flight for his con­ 
venience, the opinion said. 


Ohio Utilizes

WASHINGTON (AP) — The State of 
Ohio has taken advantage of $1.8 
million in funds originally impounded 
by the Federal Highway Adminis­ 
tration. 
The Federal Highway Admin­ 
istration said this week that slightly 
more than $1 billion in previously 
impounded highway funds have now 
been obligated by the states.

Smallwood discovered the break-in 
1:43 a.m. while patrolling the area 
behind the store. Sgt. Pontious and PU. 
Ken Herm aided in the investigation. 
Meanwhile, the youths drove to 
South Bloomfield, where they pur­ 
chased gasoline with a portion of the 
$15 in change they found in the vehicle. 
They continued to Mt. Sterling, a 
small village in Madison County, 
where police Ptl. Tom Walters ap­ 
parently spotted them driving through 
a stop sign. 
Ptl. Walters, in pursuit, said the 
youths led him through rural Madison 
County at speeds in excess of IOO miles 
per hour. 
He was in radio contact with Mt. 
Sterling headquarters when the driver 
of the car lost control about a mile 
north of the village on Route 56. The 
vehicle spun off the roadway, crashed 
through a fence, and came to rest in a 
wheat field. 
Ptl. Walters, who was behind the 
car, called for rescue personnel. But 
when he was able to get to the car, the 
youths had left the area. 
Sgt. Pontious and Sheriff’s Deputy 
James Dixon joined Walters, three 
other Mt. Sterling officers, two officers 
from the Harrisburg Police Depart­ 
ment, and Ptl. W. J. Fredendall of the 
West Jefferson Post of the Ohio State 
Highway Patrol in a search of the area 
that began about 2:30 a.m. 
Ptl. Fredendall investigated the 
accident. 
The searchers called in the 
Columbus 
Police 
Department 
helicopter to aid in the search, 
however the youths were not spotted. 
Sgt. Pontious said the youths told him 
they hid along railroad tracks when 
they spotted the search lights from the 
helicopter. 
The aerial search was discontinued 
about 5 a.m. when the helicopter was 
needed for an emergency in Columbus. 
But the officers continued checking 
streets in Mt. Sterling and an off-duty 
patrolman found the youths walking in 
the downtown area of the village.

Court Street 
RR Crossing 
To Be Fixed 


Mayor Frank Barnhill today an­ 
nounced that work will begin on 
Monday on rebuilding of the South 
Court Street crossing of the Norfolk Sc 
Western Railroad. 
He stated that representatives of the 
city have been discussing the serious 
situation with the various crossings in 
Circleville with Mr. C. M. Johnson, 
division engineer of maintenance for 
the Norfolk Sc Western Railway 
Company. As a result of these recent 
discussions, the railroad will begin the 
rebuilding of the South Court Street 
crossing. 
The work will involve the complete 
removal of the existing asphalt 
crossing, all of the track and ties 
within 
the 
crossing, 
and 
the 
“diamond” which permits the Penn 
Central Railroad to cross the N Sc W 
Railroad. When the crossing is rein­ 
stalled, timbers will be placed between 
the rails in order to provide a smoother 
and longer lasting crossing in this 
area. 
Mayor Barnhill stated that ap­ 
proximately two weeks after this 
project is completed the speed of the 
trains will gradually be increased 
through Circleville. This should 
eliminate the excessive amount of 
time waiting for trains to pass that has 
been 
experienced 
recently 
by 
motorists using the crossings of the N 
Sc W Railroad. 
Due to the extent of the work in­ 
volved, South Court Street will be 
closed to all traffic between Ohio 
Street and Huston Street for ap­ 
proximately two weeks beginning at 8 
a.m. Monday. The Department of 
Public Service is cooperating with the 
Norfolk Sc Western Railway by 
providing traffic control during the 
rebuilding of the crossing.

He said it would add that “we will 
not allow this kind of incident to occur 
again.” 
In Laos, three Americun aid officials 
remained under house arrest in the 
town of Savannakhet, but the U.S. 
Embassy said they were in no danger. 
The government sent a delegation to 


Savannakhet, 230 miles southeast of 
Vientiane, to negotiate for their 
release, and the Embassy denied 
reports that their lives had been 
threatened. 


The campaign to purge rightists 
from positions of influence in the 
laotian government and armed forces 
continued with a demonstration by 
about 200 pilots at Vientiane’s Wattay 
air base. They demanded the dismissal 
of the air force chief, Gen. Buathong 
Photmivong. 
The Thai government announced 
that the U.S. Embassy informed it the 
last of the 1,100 Marines left Utapao air 
base, on the south coast, late Thursday 
night. 
About 300 of the Marines were 


reported to have taken part in the 
attack on Koh Tang island, off the 
Cambodian coast, despite Premier 
Kukrit’s repeated demands that no 
forces from Thailand be used against 
the neighboring country. Reports from 
Washington said that some U.S. planes 
from Thai bases also took part. 
Kukrit’s brother Seni Pramoj, the 
leader of the opposition in parliament, 
suggested that the government protest 
the U.S. action to the United Nations. 
Several other political leaders called 
for expulsion of all U.S. troops.

Continued deterioration of natural 
gas supplies will mean curtailments to 
large volume industrial customers of 
Columbia Gas of Ohio will be more 
severe next winter than last, Calvin 
Danford, manager for the gas com­ 
pany in the Circleville area, said 
today. 


Danford said 540 large volume and 
840 smaller industrial customers in 
Ohio could anticipate a minimum 
curtailment of 60 per cent below their 
normal allocations during the five 
winter months beginning November I. 
He cautioned, however, that the 
curtailment projections are based on 
preliminary figures and could be in­ 
creased. 


Last year industrial curtailment 
reached 55 per cent in Ohio. The in­ 
dustries are currently being curtailed 
30 per cent during the summer and 
1,560 commercial customers 15 per 
cent 
Danford said Columbia Gas of Ohio 
has been notified by its wholesale 
supplier, the Columbia Gas Trans­ 
mission Corp., to anticipate a 28 per 
cent curtailment in its supplies 
beginning November I. This compares 
with an average of 20 per cent last 
winter. 
Claim Minister 
Banana Bribe 
Recipient 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras (AP) - 
A Honduran investigative commission 
says that former Economy Minister 
Abraham Bennaton Ramos got the $1.2 
million bribe United Brands paid to get 
the banana export tax lowered. 


Bennaton Ramos denied receiving 
any money. He suggested it might 
have been paid to someone else using 
his name. 


Following the disclosure last month 
that the American exporters of 
Chiquita Banana paid the bribe to a 
high-ranking Honduran official, the 
Wall Street Journal reported that the 
money went to President Oswaldo 
Lopez Arellano. But the chairman of 
the investigative commission said it 
was unable to determine if any of the 
money was passed on to Lopez because 
he would not let it check his Swiss bank 
account. 
The commission chairman, Jorge 
Arturo Reina, the rector of the 
National University, recommended in 
a broadcast that the new regime 
headed by Col. Juan Melgar Castro 
take the case to the courts “to bring 
back the honor of the country.” 


Reina claimed that United Brands 
executive John Taylor paid the money 
to Bennaton Ramos in Zurich, Swit­ 
zerland, on Sept. 3-4, 1974. 
Bennaton Ramos responded : “There 
could have been a bank transfer but I 
did not get the money. One can make 
bank money transfers in the name of 
any person.” 
Reina said prior to the alleged payoff 
to Bennaton Ramos, Eli M. Black, 
chairman of United Brands until his 
suicide this year, came to Tegucigalpa 
last July to offer the president 
“several hundreds of thousands” to 
“fix the banana problem.” But he said 
the commission had information that 
lx>pez rejected the offer.

The high levels of curtailment on 
industrial and commercial customers 
are required because the 28 per cent 
shortfall in available supply must be 
absorbed solely by these segments of 
Columbia’s market to make gas 
available for human needs customers. 
In a letter to affected industries, 
Columbia pointed out that the ultimate 
amount of curtailment depends upon 
the type of curtailment plan the 
Federal Power Commission will im­ 
pose on Columbia Gas Transmission 
beginning Nov. I, and how extensively 
small industrial customers and large 
commercial customers might be 
curtailed as a result of an application 
now pending before the PUCO. 
He said the level of curtailment 
could change “due to weather, con­ 
servation by customers and further 
changes in supply.” Danford said 
Columbia would continuously monitor 
the prospective gas supply. 
He also stressed that while there are 
no plans at this time to impose 
allocations and curtailment on 
residential or human needs customers, 
there is an urgent need for all 
customers to make a concerted effort 
to reduce consumption. 
“Our customers have responded 
admirably during the past two win­ 
ters,” he said, “but as the supply 
situation becomes more critical, ad- 
ditonal conservation efforts are 
required to minimize industrial cur­ 
tailment as much as possible.” 
Danford said, “Columbia has been 
warning of the pending gas shortage 
since 1970 and has had a complete 
freeze on the acceptance of new 
customers of any type since October, 
1972, almost three years ago. 
Columbia has invested more than 
$800 million dollars since 1970 in the 
development of new gas supplies. 
These programs include a synthetic 
gas plant now in operation in nor­ 


thwestern Ohio; 
construction of 
facilities to receive natural gas in 
liquid form from Algeria estimated to 
commence in 1977; acquisition of an 
interest in 32 tracts in the Gulf of 
Mexico to explore and develop gas 
reserves; and participation in a group 
proposing the construction of a 
pipeline to bring natural gas from 
Alaska. If government approvals are 
received promptly, deliveries from 
Alaska could begin by 1980. 
Danford also pointed out one of the 
major causes of the current energy 
problem is the unrealistic federal 
regulation of wellhead price of gas. He 
urged complete deregulation of all new 
natural gas so it can be priced at levels 
to recover the cost of producing it. He 
said deregulation will be necessary 
before it would be economically 
feasible for producers to begin ex­ 
ploration and production activities to 
develop new domestic sources of gas in 
sufficient quantities to alleviate the 
nation’s critical shortages.

The market showed little favorable 
response to the Federal Reserve’s 
reduction of its discount rate from 6% 
to 6 per cent after Thursday’s close. It 
appeared the news already had been 
token into account in the market’s 
gains of the past several weeks. 
Seaboard Coast Line Industries, the 
most active issue on the Big Board, 
slipped % to 22% after a 4% drop 
Thursday, when the company reduced 
its quarterly dividend from 55 to 35 
cents a share. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market value index was down .20 at 
87.29. 
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Social Security, 
W elfare Benefit 
Increases Near 


Deaths 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thirty-five 
million Americans on Social Security 
or adult welfare will begin receiving 
an 8 per cent benefit increase in July, 
although President Ford considers tile 
increase inflationary. 
Checks for retirees will be $7.60 to 
$37 fatter although Supplemental 
Security Income recipients in about 
half the states may not see the extra 
money if states do not act to pass it 
along. 
Among retired males more than 65 
years old, the 8 per cent will add $7.60 
to the minimum monthly benefit of 
$93.80, $16 to the average benefit of 
$184 and $25.40 to the maximum benefit 
of $316.30. 
Among couples, the maximum in­ 
crease would be $37 for a total of $511. 
The maximum monthly federal SSI 
benefit will go up $11.70 to $157.70 for 
individuals and up $17.60 to $236.60 for 
couples. 
Social Security taxes will not be 
affected by the benefits increase. 
The 8 per cent increase was 
promulgated 
by 
Caspar 
W. 
Weinberger, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, on Thursday 
after Congress had failed to act on the 
President’s request last February to 


limit the increase to 5 per cent this 
year. 
Weinberger said the 8 per cent will 
cost $5.7 billion in the fiscal year 
storting July I. This will add $2.2 
billion to Ford’s proposed budget 
deficit of $60 billion. The President had 
budgeted $3.5 billion for Social 
Security benefits under his 5 per cent 
proposal. 
The 8 per cent increase “will be 
making a substantial addition to the 
already large federal budget deficit,” 
Weinberger said. 
“I fear this will add additional in­ 
flationary pressures to the economy, 
and inflation unfortunately hurts 
people of low income more than of any 
other group,” he said in a statement. 
The 8 per cent increase was based on 
the difference between the average 
monthly increase in the Consumer 
Price Index in the second quarter of 
1974 and the first quarter of 1975. It is 
the first automatic cost-of-living in­ 
crease under a 1972 law. 
Increases for 31.3 million Social 
Security recipients will take effect in 
June, payable in July 3 checks, and for 
4 million Supplemental Security 
Income recipients payable in checks 
beginning July I.

WASHINGTON (AP) — American 
officials indicate they are in no hurry 
to respond to the new Saigon govern­ 
ment’s overture for diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Washington and that they 
are uncertain just what the United 
States is being asked to recognize. 
Provisional Revolutionary Govern­ 
ment leaders in Saigon disclosed 
Wednesday that they are willing to 
have diplomatic relations with all 
countries of the world, including the 
United States. 
They said their conditions for 
relations with Washington are that the 
United States respect South Viet­ 
namese sovereignty and that it live up 
to its responsibilities under the 1973 
Paris accords. On this latter point, 
there was no elaboration. 
Normally, the only American 
requirements for recognizing a new 
government are assurances that it is in 
full control of the country and that it 
will abide by its international obli­ 
gations. 
But officials suggested the Viet­ 
namese case won’t be quite that 
simple.

Economy 
Bill Pushed 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Automakers 
would be liable for fines of up to $100 a 
car for each mile per gallon by which 
they fail to achieve proposed new fuel 
efficiency standards under legislation 
approved by the Senate Commerce 
Committee. 
The penalty is included in the bill to 
require automakers to achieve a IOO 
per cent improvement in fuel economy 
by 1985. 
The bill, which was readied for a 
Senate vote sometime next month, sets 
a 21-mile-per-gallon standard for the 
1980 model year and a 28-mile-per- 
gallon standard by the 1985 model 
year. 
Commerce Committee Chairman 
Warren G. Magnuson, D-Wash., said 
the proposed standards would result in 
crude oil savings of 780,000 barrels a 
day in 1980 and at least 2 million 
barrels a day by 1985. 
“By 1985, this will represent an $8- 
billion-per-year savings in energy 
costs at current prices,” Magnuson 
said. 
Sen. John V. Tunney, i>Calif., said 
. the proposed standards also would 
mean billions of dollars in savings for 
consumers. 
The bill is much tougher than 
legislation approved this week by the 
House Ways and Means Committee. 
The Ways and Means bill would tax 
gas-guzzling new cars beginning with 
1978 models, but only if their fuel 
economy is lower than automakers 
already are planning.

DETROIT (AP) — U.S. automakers 
report car sales in early May fell 21 per 
cent from a year ago to the lowest level 
for the period in 17 years. 
The four major U.S. firms reported 
Wednesday that sales for the May 1-10 
period declined from the same period a 
year ago. Two of them said sales also 
were off from early April. 
Sales of imports, which captured a 
record 21 per cent of the U.S. car 
market in the first four months of the 
year, are reported only at the end of 
each month. 
“We’re no longer looking for a 
rebound,” conceded one company 
analyst who had predicted a spring 
upturn first for April, and later for 
May. 
“There has been a grinding, almost 
grudging increase in sales over the 
past months, and the May figures are a 
normal continuation of that pattern in 
this slow year,” he added. “But 
monthly sales will not run ahead of last 
year until sometime this fall.” 
While sales remain down, Chrysler 
Comptroller Roger Helder said prices 
on new cars this fall will be going up 
about 5 per cent — $250 above current 
models. 
U.S. car sales for the period were 
162,046, compared with a depressed 
204,505 last year, and were down 
seven-tenths of a per cent from 163,190 
in the first IO days of April.

Still he expects 1975 to be a 
very good year. 
Some companies report no effects 
from the recession. 
“In leisure activities, people seem to 
spend the money even though other 
parts of the economy seem to show 
that they are short,” notes Ken Elling, 
treasurer of Hoigaard’s Inc., a retailer 
outside Minneapolis. 
“They turn to skiing and camping 
instead of going to Europe or doing 
something else.” 
Cleveland’s American Greetings 
Corp. and Kansas City’s Hallmark 
Cards Inc., both of which make 
greeting cards, say work forces are up 
and business good. 
In the Southeast, the hard-hit textile 
industry shows signs of an upturn as 
inventories dwindle. About 75,000 
textile workers were laid off there last 
year. 
The businessmen say the recession 
has had an impact on prices and 
quality.

“A lot of missionaries are nervous 
about it,” says the Rev. William 
Wipfler, an Episcopal priest and head 
of the I^atin American section of the 
National Council of Churches Division 
of Overseas Ministries. 
“We see signs it could begin the 
closing of doors,” he added in an in­ 
terview. 
Altogether about 42,500 American 
missionaries labor in countries 
abroad, 7,500 of them Catholics and 
35.000 of them Protestants. Nearly 
12.000 of them work in Latin America. 
The Rev. Eugene Culhane, of the 
latin-American division of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference in Washington, 
D.C., says revelations of clandestine 
CIA manipulations in foreign cultures 
cause their people to “put up their 
guard” to missionaries. 
“Ifs going to reduce the rapport,” 
he said. 
The uneasiness in missionary circles 
first began generating last fall after 
disclosures about CIA expenditures in 
Chile to buttress opposition to the 
Salvador Allende government in the 
period before it was overthrown in a 
military coup.

NKW BAC KPACK TRAIL—'The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources will open its second backpack trail with overnight 
camping facilities Saturday morning. The nearly 22-mile 
trail is in Zaleski State Forest in Vinton County west of 
Athens. The sketch, complete with names of communities 
and highway route numbers, locates the trail and forest in 
Southeastern Ohio. 
Ohio’s second backpack trail with 
overnight camping facilities will be 
opened Saturday 
(5-17) by the 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR). 
The Zaleski Backpack Trail, nearly 
22 miles long, is in Zaleski State Forest 
in Vinton County west of Athens. 
DNR’s first backpack trail was the 50- 
mile Shawnee Backpack Trail in 
Shawnee State Forest in Scioto County 
west of Portsmouth. 
Richard E. Midden, DNR’s deputy 
director for administration, will be 
joined by Ernest J. Gebhart, chief of 
DNR’s Division of Forestry, to for­ 
mally open the new backpack trail at 
9:30 a.m. Saturday. The ceremony will 
be at the beginning of the trail at Hope 
Furnace in Lake Hope State Park, 
located off State Route 278 north of the 
town of Zaleski. 
The opening of the Zaleski trail will 
come during DNR’s annual Spring 
Conservation Workshop at Lake Hope 
State Park. 
“The popularity of the Shawnee trail 
led to the opening of a new backpack 
trail in Zaleski State Forest,” said 
Natural Resources Director Robert W. 
Teater. 
“More and more Ohioans are en­ 
joying the outdoors through back­ 
packing, and the sport appears to be 
increasingly family oriented.” 
Teater explained that the Zaleski 
trail is geared more to families than 
the Shawnee trail. There’s a 10-mile 
loop at the beginning that can be taken 
for a shorter jaunt and a six-mile loop 
midway through the trail that can be 
eliminated to shorten the length of the 
full trail. 
Operated by the Division 
of 
Forestry, the Zaleski Backpack Trail 
goes through a turkey management 
area, which is jointly administered by 
the Forestry Division and DNR’s 
Division of Wildlife. 
Highlights along the trail include 
remnants of an old mining town and 
the original road from Marietta to 
Chillicothe, mounds built by Adena 
Indians two thousands years ago, old 
mining areas and a striking view of a 
valley from cliffs along the route, said 
Gebhart.

Youth Conservation Corps (YOC) 
camp last summer at Zaleski State 
Forest developed the backpack trail 
utilizing old firefighting trails, logging 
tracks and township roads. Those at 
the Zaleski YCC camp this summer wil 
work on refining the trail system. 
The Zaleski trail eventually will 
have three primitive camping areas 
along its route complete with pit 
latrines, fire rings and water supplies. 
The camping area on the first leg of the 
trail is ready for use now, and the other

Negotiations W ith Teachers 


The Picksway-Ross Joint Vocational 
School Board met in regular session 
Thursday night to approve the 
negotiations package between the 
board and the teachers’ organization. 
The negotiations have been completed 
and the board ratified the agreement. 
After ratifying the agreement, the 
board incorporated the items into 
policy. 
The 
main 
topic 
of 
the 
agreement was a seven per cent salary 
increase for both the certificated and 
the non-certificated personnel. 
The agreement also provides for 
group-term board-paid life insurance 
for employes in the amount of $5,000. 
Payment of extra duty assignments 
was incorporated into the board’s 
revised policy. 
A final item of the policy included 
the teachers agreement to work with 
the board members and the school 
administrators on the development of 
comprehensive school-wide programs 
in energy conservation, school safety 
and first aid training. 
In other action, the board re­ 
employed all the presently employed 
non-certificated personnel. Tom Harp 
was re-employed as supervisor of 
agriculture and adult education and 
Ronald Better as academic super­ 
visor. 
A policy was proposed regarding 
extended service and was im­ 
plemented on a similar basis as last 
year. 
The resignation of Mrs. Patricia 
Mote, English teacher, was accepted. 
The board entered into a main­ 
tenance contract with A. B. Dick of 
Columbus and authorized advertising 
for the purchase of a mini computer to 


be used for instructional purposes in 
the office education classes. 
The senior year addition of the 
cosmetology text was adopted. 
The board also agreed to establish 
the position of a trades and industry' 
supervisor. No recommendations 
regarding a person to fill that position 
were made. 
Approval was then made for three 
safety programs to be continued under 
the adult education program. They are 
vital signs and basic fire service 
training to be offered for the Deerfield 
Township Fire Department and 
special law enforcement designed to 
help the Ross County Sheriff’s 
Department. 
Ray Pack, coordinator of guidance, 
reported to the board that current 
enrollment statistics show 508 juniors 
registered for next year. The school 
had 13 programs that still have 
openings. Among these are the work- 
study programs. 
Pack also reported on the oc­ 
cupational lab program which has 
been helpful to some students who had 
adjustment problems. The program 
was designed for students who are still 
undecided about their future and have 
had little success in school. Bob 
Bowers of Laurelville teaches the 
class. 
A report was given to the board by 
members of the committee on the 
agricultural land lab. The committee 
is made up of board members Dr. 
George Shaw and Wendell Evans with

cipal Bennett also led a tour through 
the school. 


The institute houses 2,959 residents, 
and special programs have been set up 
to aid each resident according to his 
ability and degree of mental retar­ 
dation. These program areas include a 
Community Preparation Unit, a Pre­ 
vocational Unit, an Aid to Daily Living 
Unit, the Physical Disabilities Unit, a 
Geriatric Unit (for the elderly), a Self- 
Care Unit, and a Total Care Unit. 
The Community Preparation Unit 
has a projected total population of 600 
residents between the ages of 19-59. 
These residents have self-help skills 
such as washing clothes, using money, 
reading warning signs and general 
information signs, etc. They are also 
taught 
some 
academ ic 
and-or 
vocational and social skills. 
Through this program they are 
moved from a cottage, with 40 people, 
to a room with only one other person. 
After this social adjustment, they may 
later be moved into a community 
home. 
The institute itself is set up like a 
small community with church ser­ 
vices, a school, a hospital, recreational 
facilities, and a cafeteria. A few 
residents have bicycles, which have 
been donated to the institute. Lack of 
funds is a chief problem of the 
stitute.

(Q) Has the state of Washington 
approved a bonus for Viet Nam 
veterans? lf so, what are the eligibility 
requirements, deadline for filing and 
where can application forms be ob­ 
tained? 
(A) Yes. Applicants must have 
received the Viet Nam Service Medal 
for service between August 5,1964, and 
March 28, 1973, and have been state 
residents for one year immediately 
before entry on active service. Bonus 
is $250, payable in cash or as a tuition 
credit applicable at any college or 
university in the state. March 28, 1975 
is the application deadline. Forms are 
available from the Viet Nam Veterans 
Bonus Division, P. O. Box 586, 
Olympia, Washington 98504. 
(Q) How much can I pay for a home 
bought with a GI Bill loan guaranteed 
by VA? 
(A) As much as you can afford. 
However, there is a limit on the 
amount of the VA guaranty. It is 60 per 
cent, up to a maximum of $17,500. Also, 
the loan cannot exceed VA’s appraised 
value of the property. A veteran may 
pay more for the home than the VA- 
appraised reasonable value. However, 
he must certify that, from his own 
resources, he has paid in cash a sum

(Q) Hasn’t there been a change in 
VA regulations which allows a 
remarried widow to get back on the 
pension rolls if the second marriage is 
dissolved? 


(A) Yes. Public Law 376, 91st 
Congress, approved in 1970, provides 
for restoration of benefits to widows 
whose subsequent marriages are 
dissolved by divorce or death. Widows 
seeking to regain benefits under the 
1970 law should contact their nearest 
VA regional office or local veterans’ 
organization. 
(Q) I am a disabled veteran and six 
years ago I bought a car with a grant 
from the VA. Will VA now replace the 
worn-out adaptive equipment which I 
had installed? 
(A) VA will pay for installation, 
maintenance and replacement of 
adaptive equipment, but the car grant 
is a one-time benefit. 
(Q) Since my husband’s death from 
a service-connected illness, I have 
adopted a little girl. Could she be in­ 
cluded in our Champva benefit, even 
though my husband is not her father? 
(A) Adopted children are eligible for 
Champva as long as they join the 
household within two years after the 
veteran’s death, or were living at the 
veteran’s home when he died.
